Thank you for your inquiry and raising your concerns. 

After reviewing your letter, it is our belief that RCW 19.108.010 does not apply in this case. Prior to our acquisition and posting of the 
information in question, we did not "[know] or [have] reason to know that it was a trade secret and that knowledge of it had been acquired by 
accident or mistake.” The information was posted automatically by our system without human review, and there was nothing to indicate in 
the release that the information was accidentally or mistakenly released even if it had been reviewed. 

We posted the information in good faith and in a similar fashion to tens of thousands of other public records requests we have processed. 

If the City of Seattle provides an updated, redacted copy and indicates that the previously released materials were improperly redacted, we 
will review and, at our discretion, may remove the currently posted documents and replace them with a more redacted copy. 

You also request that we "provide assistance to Landis+Gyr to identify any entities that may have downloaded these documents from 
MuckRock.com, so that [you] may take appropriate measures to assure these documents are not further disseminated." 

We take the privacy of our readers and users very seriously; and we will not be providing this requested information.
